Inflation of Balloon Tires. 


Owning1 to the tendency to wiggle, 


a balloon lire should be inflated to 
its maximum limit when driving: 
over 
smooth 
pavements. 
When 


traveling- over rough roads the min- 
imum limit of pressure should be 
adopted. 


Adjustment of Spring Shackles. 
When 
adjusting .the 
spring- 


shackles to eliminate side plav be 
careful not to get them too tight. 
Tight shackles make the car ride 
roughlv. straining1 the top spring 
feat, and they mav cause a broken 
spring or broken shackle bolt. 


Radiator Efficiency. 


Because dust and dirt have par- 


tially tilled up the cores of the 
radiator during the summer, eacll 
cell should be thoroughly cleaned 
to insure proper air circulation to 
cool water. The only satisfactory 
wav to clean the cores is tp go over 
them with an air hose under pres- 
sure. 


Worth Remembering. 


It is not advisable to use friction 


tape on high-tension wiring: or on 
anv other wiring which may come 
in contact with greast or oil. Fric- 
tion tape will not insulate ignition 
current nor will it stay in 
place 


when soaked with oil. It is much 
better to use linen tape and shellac 
on high-tension wires. 


Cleaning Oil From Chassis. 


To remove grease on the chassis 


tinder the car dissolve into a. two- 
quart,can containing1 one quart of 
hot water one-fourth of a cake of 
yellow laundry soap cut into thin 
shavings, after which two or three 
tablespoons of gasoline are added. 
Use a stiff, medium-sized 
paint 


brush, either Hat or round, to ap- 
ply the mixture to all the greasy 
parts. 


To Decrease Vibration. 


One cause of vibration in a car is 


the rnalalignment ot slfafts united 
by disc universal joints at one or 
both ends oC the propeller shaft a 
very noticeable vibration ,nay arise 
if the shaft 'Iocs not run true. This 
can frequently be 
eliminated 
by 


tightening the bolts that hold the 
discs to the spider. If the trouble 
is not overcome by this operation 
install new discs. 


Filling Small Grease Gun. 


A good method oC filling 
small 


grease guns is lu remove the plung- 


r and rear cap and clamp 
them 


vertically in a vise. The grease first 
is forced into the casing ot the gun

YALE'S TOUCHDOWN PASS AGAINST PRINCETON 


The Yale-Princeton classic of 1924, which lesulted in a 10 to 0 vic- 


tory for the Bulldog, was put on the ''ce in the third period when, Yale 
was leading by the narrow margin cf 3 points, by a surprising back 
diagonal forward pa33 to Joss, their right tackle. 
The opportunity to score came soon after the second half opened, 


when BunneJl, Yale's quarterback, ran back a Princeton punt 42 yards 
to the Tigrer's 18-yard line. Dinsznora, the little Princeton quarterback, 
tackled him after he had eluded the rest of the field. 
Following this run, two rushing plays netted 6 yards, putting the 


ball on the 12-yard line. Then cam* the above pass for the touchdown 
This offensive formation is a pet scheme that Yale a&sumes in a tight 
place. It is a eemi-open spread design, intended to loosen ths play and 
disturb the defense. Note that the two Ends are on the same flank, with 
the linemen in strong position for a straight ahead thrust. 
The positions of the ends, No. 5 and No. 6, vary with the defensive ad- 
justment, but they are usually about 4 or 5 yards apart. They charged 
Into the defensive backfield to shut off tackters that might come across 
to get the receiver. The left tackle blocked the hole left by his guard. 
The right and left guards left the line and covered the pass. The center, 
after passing the ball, chaiged to the ,ight The right tackle, No. 7, the 
receiver, shot across the line and diago ially to the right -where he caught 
the pass. 
The backs, No. 2, 8 and 4, started to the left as if the play were a 


sweep at the opponents right side.No. 1, "Ducky" Pond.' getting the ball 
fiom the center, also started to the left as if on an end run. and then 
turned to the rear, sharply piloted, and threw the ball back to the right 
to the rangy Joss for a score. 


JOBS was tackled immediately he caught the ball, but threw himself 
across the goal-line as he went down. The surprise element In this pass, 
the unexpectedness of the ball being thrown to the tackle, helped thl-, 
play to succeed. The virtue In having tall receivers like Joss was likewise 
demonstrated when he so easily picked the ball from the air "on the 
upper terrace," as he was being tackled. This pass is recommended as a 
scoring type. It must be swiftly done, for the danger of Interception Is 
strong. The back diagonal type of forward pass is a. wicked weapon 
and should be in the repertoire of a good offense.

It is especially appropriate that 
the Round Table place 
upon its 
records a tribute to its founder. On 
October 28, 1889, Mr. Bryan invited 
to his home about half a score of 
his intimate friends for a discus- 
sion, and at this meeting the Round 
Table was organized under his di- 
rection. 


It started apparently as a demo- 
cratic organization, the law partner 
of Mr. Bryan being the only re- 
publican invited. It, however, soon 
lost its •partisan character and at a 
very early -meeting, Charles G. 
Dawes, the present vice president 
of the United States, was elected 
to member-ship, and it was at his 
house that refreshments were first 
served, consisting of doughnuts and 
cider. t 
Mr. 'Dawes recently spoke of the 
Round Table of those early days 
as "individually and collectively a 
very remarkable collection of able 
and practical mem" whose discus- 
sions do not suffer in comparison 
with any to which he has listened 
in later years. It is, therefore, to 
Mr. Bryan that we owe our exis- 
tence as a. club. 


"William Jennings Bryan was born 


on a farm rear Salem, Illinois, on 
March 19, 1SSO. He came of splen- 
did stock on both sides of his fam- 
ly. His father, Silas lallard Bryan, 
was a college bred man, a school 
;eacher, a lawyer, a legislator and 
a circuit judge. 
His m,other was 


Mariah Elizabeth Jennings, of long 
and highly respectable lineage so 
ong resident in America that the 


1 date and source of the original mi- 
gration hither has been lost to his- 
tory. 
Like so many of America's great 


men, 
Jlr. Bryan was raised on a 


farm. He knew the hardships and 
the sacrifices of farm life in Illi- 
nois a half a century ago. He, how- 
ever, was never humiliated b5' pox-- 
erty or enervated by wealth. He 
was a born orator. Until he was 
ten years of age, his mother was 
his only teacher. He would com- 
mit his lessons to memory 
and 
mount the rostrum, consisting of a 
little table, and deliver them to his 
audience, consisting of his mother 
only. 


In the public schools, the college 
and the law school, he continued to 
develop his power- as a 
public 
speaker. 
lie 
won 
prizes 
for 


declaiming the master 
pieces of 


American eloquence and later, in 
the college of law, established 
a 
reputation for clear and 
forcible 


expression of his own thoughts. He 
was valedictorian in his class In 
Illinois college in 1S81. 
In 
the 


fall of that year he entered Union 
college of law at Chicago and main- 
tained there his leadership in the 
debates and oratorical contests, and

nomination for the presidency until 
his death, is so Tfciuch a part of 
the public history of tho country 
as not to justify detailed reference 
to it here. Three times the unsuc- 
cessful candidate of his party for 
the presidency, he still remained 
by far the most influential demo- 
crat in America. 
He was fortunately born with a 


sunny disposition and all his de- 
toats could not destroy his good 
temper or make him lose faith in 
his fellowmen. He was thoroughly 
democratic in the broadest 
and 
truest sense of that term. All his 
world wide fame did not change his 
attitude toward the humble friends 
of his earlier days, and won for him

In the fall of 1SS9 Mr Bryan wont

Omaha, quite unknown except to a 
few delegates from Lincoln. He was 
introduced by a friend Jts a young 
man who might have something to 
say. His speech electrified the con- 
vention. He dazzled with his bril- 
liancy and charmed with his elo- 
quence. 
When tha convention ad- 
journed, Mr. Bryan's fame was es- 
tablished in the democratic party of 
Nebraska. 


That speech gained for him the 


opportunity to lead what the demo- 
crats thought to be the forlorn hope 
In the contest for congress in 1890 
in the old First district, including 
both Omaha and Lincoln. The dis- 
trict was overwhelming; republican 
and it was supposed to be an empty 
honor that wa sconferred upon him 
by choosing him to lead in a los- 
ing battle. 


The charm of his 
oratory and 
the strength of his popular appeal! 
was such that he carried the re- 
publican district by a majority of 
6,713.

Jt tan be done, 
hut so badly It is hardlj worth 
talking about Metal and Halt water 
block radio waves veij cttxctivelj 
However, they don't do it 100 pci 
cent, and if we have very strong 
waves from a local station and a 
vsry sensitive receiver we can re- 
ceive in places where the task would 
seem hopeless. 
Steel buildings are generally poor 
places for receiving The radio wave's 
rebound from the qteel framework 
and \ery little penetrates into the 
Interior of the structure. The re- 
bounding of the waves is a phys- 
ical phenomenon identical with the 
reflection of light from a miiror It 
must 
be remembered that radio 
waves and light waves are one and 
thes ame htlng.

A<hat physicists call electromagnetic 
•naves, only light wavps are about 
a billion times shorter than ladlo 
waves of tho length used in broad- 
casting. 
Much 
has been 
written, both 
mathematically and otherwise, on 
metallic reflection of light waves 
The theory applies to radio waves 
biinply stated, it is thl& 
When an 
'•lectromagnotic wave strikes a me- 
tallic surface it induces electric cur- 
i<>nts in the surface and these cur-

good conductor there is very little 
loss caused by this action and the 
reflected 
wave is practically

Radio and Skyscrapers

In steel buildings, however, cui- 
rents aio sot up in the girders and 
reflection occurs In between gn - 
tiers the waves penetrate somewhat 
The.v bulge into the building in the 
process of being deflected.

phenomenon may be easily investi- 
gated by means of a portable loop 
set. Neai the window of a build- 
ing of heavy steel constiuction sig- 
nals will be strong, but if the set 
is carried into the interior the t>\g- 
nals will get weaker and weaker 
until they practically disappear

shielding 
effect of steel 
buildings is haimful 
to loop re- 


oeKeiB and indoor antennas. Apart- 
ment house Installations are diffi- 
cult for this reason 
When outside 


antennas are used, the trouble is 
overcome. When outside antennas 
are not feasible, however, it Is Im- 
portant to get at least a litte ex- 
>osure to the radio waves on the 
outside o£ the building. 
A wire 
hung out of the window is better 
han a wire run around the mould- 
ng ot the room.

The Panama canal is the under- 


lying: cause. 


And likewise, the struggle of •na- 
ter vs. rail. 


It seems difficult at first thought 
to believe that that great sash 
across tha face of the earth, the 
Panama canal, has any Immediate 
relationship to men and women in 
big1 white Nebraska farm houses 
and to products of all the hundreds 
of Nebraska farms, and to the farm 
products of adjacent states 
It Isn't easy to realize that that 
great engineering feat is of intimate 
concern to all the manufacturers of 
Nebraska, and that it means lost 
money to them, as to the farmers. 
Nor is it casually evident just 
how tha muddy and meandering 
Missouri, running calmly here today 
and biting a great piece out of s>ome 
rich farm tomorrow, shallow and 
prono to develop sand bars, can 
solve the problem of the Panama 
canal for N.ebraska farmers and 
manufacturers. 
That it can is believed by men 
who think in facts, not fancies, by 
men who do not give their names to 
phatitasmagorial visions, but who 
ever have cold figures and details 
to support their contentions. 
That the Panama canal is of in- 
estimable value is not denied. But 
It has a purely sectional ^ alue in 
the United States. The cost of 
coastal shipping has been greatlv 
reduced since its completion, but a 
largo portion of the United States 
la not situated on either the Atlan- 
tic or the Pacific, and 
therefore 
does not benefit 
fiom the low 
freight rates afforded by the canal. 
The middle west, those millions 


of broad acres of grain land, is as 
though fenced in by a barbed wlr* 
of rates. They are railroad rates, 
but tho railroads are not to blame. 
They are caused by the Panama 
canul, which has given the coast 
sections a freight rate level much 
below what we have here in the 
middle west- 
In the past there have been half 
heal ted attempts to tear down this 
fence, but they have been neither 
sustained nor 
sufficient! v 
•wide- 
spread to secure results. The canal 
however, is each year creating a 
moie actute situation, and the mid- 
dle west Js learning- that to main- 
tain its status, it must have cheap 
transportation to break through to 
the world markets and to compete 
in them.- It must have water access 
to the sea at water rates. 
Water Seven Times Cheaper. 
Figures show that freight can bo 
carried seven times the distance 
on tViA ocean, for the same ra.to. 
that it can be moved by railroads. 
On tha basis that it is 7,000 miles 
from coast to coast, ocean freight 
through the canal shuts out of the 
markets of the east and the west all 
freight of the interior located more 
than one thousand miles from the 
coast. The canal has made us too 
far distant, and only diastic action 
can opeu trade to the Missouri rner 
valley with the east and west mar- 


Since a transcontinental canal 
can not be dug, Nebraska, Mls- 
•ouri. South Dakota, and other 
nearby states are manifestly forced 
to adopt simpler methods of relief. 
This 
relief is to 
be 
afforded 
through use ot resources directly at 
hand, by turning the waters of the 
states into assets instead of liabili- 
ties. tgroup of men, members of the 
Missouri River Navigation confer- 
ence, representing the middle west 
that has bepn fightmg for prosper- 
ity against overwhelming transpor- 
tation odds, met in Kansas City the 
third week in October. 
Herbert 
Hoover spoke to Ihe meeting on the 
first night, saying that the nation's 
future rests on its waterways and 
that of all the problems of progress 
•which lie before us, "the develop- 
ment of oar water resources would 
stand In the forefront." 
Th« second day of the convention 
the Missouri Kiver Navigation as- 
sociation was formed. Its purpose 
Is to demand that the Missouri river 
IB made navigable and that con- 
gress provide an appropriation for 
the work. Its aim, to give western 
cities an equal chance for growth 
with th« coast cities ama to give Us 
farmer* means of prosperity. 
A. J. Weaver of Falls Citv. or- 
chardlst and stockman, was elected 
president of the organization, which 
includes the states of Nebraska, 
Kansas, Iowa, South Dakota, Colo- 
rado, Missouri, and Oklahoma and 
•peaks tor 10,000,000 persons. 
The subject ot "Inland -Water- 
ways," will b« the principal topic 
for discussion at the annual ban- 
quet of the Nebraska Manufacturers 
association December 3, and Mr. 
Weaver and Ex-Governor Harding 
of Iowa ar« to be the main speak- 
er*.At the Kansas Cttv meeting, Mr. 
Hoover, who said he had given 
months of careful consideration to 
Inland waterwaxs. said in part:

Tn those yoais, the boats - have 
suffered verv little hindrance on 
account of cross overs, water ridges 
impeding navigation.

Cost Comparatively Small. 


Engineers have said that If one 
mile in everv lour of the river bank 
fiom Yankton to St Louis could bo 
protected irom etosion, the 
river 


could be made navigable the entire 
length. In Mr. Tomsou's 
ctirna- 
tion, such piotcctloii would cost 
about 'iUU.OOo pei mile, insignificant 
when the resultant value is consid- 
ered. The length of time the work 
would take w ould depend upon tha 
number oi boats UHCC! in bank pro- 
tection, but lie considers that it 
might be accomplished In five vear.i. 
The depth oi' tho ri\er and its 
eroding tendencies 
have 
nhvava 
been mental obstacles, at leaht, to 
those who idly wondered if river 
tianspoitation wcto a possibility. 
The rU cr has ah\a\s carried great 
quantities of silt, which piled up 
and shifted in accordance with the 
river action when high water came 
down its coin be. Sorao obstruction 
would cause a deposit of silt, which 
gradually expanded and caused n. 
dHeislon of tho cunent, if it worn 
in midstream, throwing tho water 
against tho adjacent banks. Which- 
ever yielded the more readily g'avo 
wa yand the main current flowed: 
on that side. Hence, tho bad repu- 
tation of the river. 
Protection against river bank ero- 
sion is being employed now, and is> 
providing a means 
of restoring1 


navigation. In "The Mississippi Val- 
lev Magazine," 
Mr. Tomson de- 
scribes this modern method of dls- 
colpllning a river. Retards are con- 
structed at the cuivc.i of the river 
course, which prevent tho wash- 
ing awav of rhcr banks and good 
fai in land. 


Re-infoiced concrete piles In 20- 
foot lengths are sunk by hjdraulic 
process, usually GO to 80 or 90 feot 
below the water 
flow, to assure 
these anchorage piles being 
out 


of- the reach of scour. Before sink- 
ing the piles, cables 150 or 200 feet 
long a-e attached, and trees are 
laced Into mats and attached to the 
anchor cables. 
"This process is repeated over 
and over," Mr. Thomson writes, 
"until a sufficient number of trees 
«ro assen2fcled Into wiia-t la ea 
retard, reaching toward midstream 
from the bank, forming a near solid 
wall with the tops always placed 
downstream. These retards ranga 
in length from BO to 5m feet In 
accordance with the requirements. 


Method Used Successfully. 
"Ordinarily one anchorage pile la 
sunk for each 30 feet of retard. 
Usually from 6 to 10 cables lead 
from each anchor pile. The trees 
rest on the bed of the stream and 
reach upward to the desired height, 
ordinarily to tho 
level of flood 
stage, thus providing a retard for 
the full depth of the water." 
This retard method has been used 
extensively on the Missouri, and re- 
quires only connection at various 
places, particularly upstream from 
Kansas City to Yankton, to make it 
continuous. By this means, a de- 
pendable charwnel of adequate ca- 
pacity for steamboat navigation 
will be assured for several months 
each year. These retards cause the 
water to deposit its silt and-buldl a 
bar up to the level of the -top of 
the retard. If there is insufficient 
deposit with the first high water, 
the bar will be raised when a sub- 
sequent rise in the river occurs, and 
It is finally built to the full height 
of the retard. 
Placing this protection holds tha 
river to its logical channel, causing 
it to sweep a deeper course and to 
deposit its silt along tha stretches 
where erosion had previously eaten 
away many thousands of acres of 
land. It helps the river maintain 
approximately 
the same width, 
which lessens the sand menace. 
That 
water transportation. Is 
cheaper than land rates is- "well 
known, but the really striking dif- 
ferences can best be shown by a 
couple of examples. In August, 1923. 
1,350,000 bushels 
of wheat were 
shipped from St Louis to New Or- 
leans by water, at 
a savins of 
$53,000. During the same acaxon, 
shippers were saved almost $1,000,- 
,000 by the water transportation, or 
about 3 cents per'bushel. 
At iSt. Louis it was brought-out 
that 14,000,000 bushels of Nebraska 
wheat had moved through St. Ix>ui« 
during the last few months, whera 
it was trans-shipped by way of the 
Mississippi river barge line to th« 
gulf. This shipping saved the Ne- 
]>ra5ka farmers 3 cents per bnshftl, 
or a saving of $430,000 In jralght

ment. Much also has been accom- 
plished in the way of making the 
streets of the city safer for pedes- 
trian and motorist 


Record Is Broken. 


Building operations, permits Is- 
sued by the city engineer's office 
since January 1 show, have doubled 
those of 1924, and for the first ten 
months stand at $6.288,488.50. Con- 
struction for the most part has been 
In the business district with the 
residential section above the figure 
set a year ago. 
The largest single 


permits in 1925 were Issued for the 
Cornhusker hotel, $1,120,000 and the 
Capital 
hotel, 
?700,000. Another 


large permit was for the remodeling 
of tho Hotel Lincoln which, with 
refurnishlngs Is 'said to have en- 
tailed an expense of $600.000. Per- 
mits In 1924 totalled but $3,149,802. 


Water Improvements. 


Largest improvements of the year 
made by the city administration 
were in the water department. More 
than $100,000 was sppnt.

NEW ENGLAND'S ANSWER 


TO SOUTH AND WEST. 


The six New England states last week pledged 


themselves to achieve economic independence. 


At a great town -meeting: held in the city of Wor- 


cester, representatives of these commonwealths gath- 
ered Friday and Saturday to discuss an agricultural, 
(•.Tvvfvc'al and Industrial program, which will place 
T^Tew England in a position of preeminence which she 
ovuup.oa only a. few .years ago. 
. 


That Is the answer which New England makes to 


the sentiment .which has been crystallizing In theso 
mlddleweptern and southern states in the last decade. 
The west'has won her freedom. The south no longer 
bows submissively to the dictates of the once all- 
powerful manufacturing group. Industry has been 
drooping In flew England. 
More particularly since 


the war, there has been a steady and consistent de- 
cline in the factories which brought prosperity to'its 
people. One by one, New England baa seen her domi- 
nance In various lines slip away. The birthplace of 
the shoe, boot and textile industries, she had yielded 
leadership to the' New South' in the 
latter 
and to 


Missouri and 
other middlewestern 
states in the 


former.

There are factors in, the New England 
situation 


which have not been so' thoroughly understood or the 
challenge which west _and south finally hurled at it 
would not have been delayed so long. 


In the first place New England labors under a se- 


vere climatic handicap. The winters are long and 
rigorous. They demand 
better housing, warmer 


clothing and more fuel. Those who work in the fac- 
tories of that section, if they are to live, must re- 
ceive higher wages than in the south, where winters 
are mild and of short duration. Then in. the matter 
of food, both south and west have a big advantage. 
The factory worker in the southern mills can raise 
much of the food which he needs for his table. The 
western industrial laborer can secure it much more 
cheaply than in New England, which looks to Ne- 
braska, Iowa. Kansas and all of these central states 
for its food supply. So the men and the women who 
work in the factories in New England 
must 
have 


higher wage scales because 
the cost of 
living is 


greater. 
In transportation New England Is equally handi- 


capped. It does not have the profitable long haul and 
its roads have been heavily overcapitalized. As a re- 
sult its rail transportation system is said to be the 
most expensive of any in the United States. - 


Finally the third great barrier which stands in the 


path of New England prosperity is the 
matter of 


cheap fuel and power. It hauls its coal for a very 
considerable distance. That means expensive power. 
Blessed with water power which could be cheaply 
utilized, it has neglected to develop these 
natural 


gifts on a scale comparable with the rest o£ the coun-

REVOKING AUTOMOBILE LICENSES. 


Some of the middleweetern cities which are still ex- 


periencing trouble in regulating automobile traffic 
will do well to observe the!results of New York legis- 
lation which reauires drivers to-'take, out licenses. 


The quarterly report of the commissioner of the 


bureau of motor vehicles shows 
that 183 drivers' 


licenses were revolced and 255 placed under suspen- 
sion for a very considerable period of time. 
Keck- 


less and careless driving is the basis for most of the 
revocations. 


Apparently New York state 4s. on the right track 


in its effort to stamp out oareles^j driving, it has 
been demonstrated on a large number of • occasions 
that fines will not do it. The average automobile 
driver pays little attention to a fine. If he ioses his 
right to drive an automobile, however, he has plenty 
of, opportunity to reflect and the chances are better 
than even that he will not repeat his offense. It is a 
significant fact that no one who has been placed upon 
the suspended list has been reported for 'a second 
violation of law. 


If ownership of automobiles continues to spread, it 


is probable that the entire country will find it ad- 
visable to adopt the licensing system.as a. means of 
controlling traffic. The splendid way in which the 
law is being enforced in New York state is an ex- 
cellent recommendation.

the hurdle which has made New England an economic, 
island in the last decade and a half.

Th£ meeting and its purposes offer an impressive, 


lesson in the necessity of self-rp.llance. New England 
never bid for her own market upon- her own merits. 


For the last fifty years her representatives in con- 


gress have dictated a policy of protection for home 
industry in the guise of a tariff. There was never 
the stinging Incentive of keen and aggressive compe- 
tition for more efficient management of the factories 
of that section. There \vas never the spur for cheap 
power and low transportation costs. The prospe 
which- New England factories enjoyed was handed to 
them on a platter, without an effort of their own. 
Other sections of the United States, less developed as 
a result of later settlement, could not seriously com- 
pete with New England while these southern and cen- 
tral states were engaged in the -serious work of pio- 
neer state building. Goods from the foreign 
ports 


were shut out by a high tariff wall. And so 
these 


New England Industrial barons went on serenely, un- 
conscious of the economic forces that were to shortly 
topple them from the lofty pinnacles which they had 
^occupied for so long- 
-...-. 


New England answers the south a'nd the west. 
How different is that answer than that which might 


have been expected 10 years ago! 


There is no though of tariff today. New England 


finds herself challenged from iwithin and not 
from 


without. For the first time since the wheels of those 
great Industrial establishments of the 
northeastern 


Atlantic seaboard began to turn, she finds herself 
thinking about the problem of transportation coats, 
of cheap power, or wages, and living costs. If she is 
to regain the heights, she recognizes that she must 
forego dependence upon.that which placed her at the 
top; to seriously apply herself to the problem at hand. 


Never has there been a more striking repudiation of 


the tariff doctrine by the section which gave,'it' birth 
than in the great New England conference which has 
been held at "Worcester. And now that she has be- 
gun, to fight with the natural weapons at her com- 
mand, the rest of the United States will rejoice. It 
will add a tremenduous impetus to American industry. 


THE BUSY DIPLOMAT. 


'An unreality and glamour has been thrown about 


the diplomatic serivce which serves to hide the ex- 
acting demands which it makes upon those who en- 
ter it: 


Recently the British 
ambassador to the United 


States visited St. Louis. In the course of a day he 
delivered three addresses. He greeted 'hundreds of 
people, submitted to interviews for the various news- 
papers and carried on give 'and take conversations 
with dozens of others—all of which goes to make up 
a rather pressing calendar of activity, "And yet that 


no± an unusual round of

for the 


trained diplomat. 


Sir Esme Howard's case serves very excellently to 


illustrate the importance wrilch most foreign coun- 
tries attach to the diplomatic service. He entered the 
diplomatic service by way of competitive examina- 
tion in 1885. All. of the years of his life have been 
devoted to it silica then with the 
exception of a 


brief period in the late nineties, when he served in 
th British army in the Boer war. He saw service at 
Dublin, Rome, Berlin, "Washington, Crete, Vienna, 
Budapest, Geneva, Warsaw, Stockholm, Madrid—and 
now he has been returned to Washington after an 
absence of nearly twenty years. 
*• 


In the forty years that he has 
served 
Britain 


abroad, perplexing problems of statecraft have raised 
their heads for solution. Uniformly lie has been the 
devoted and faithful servant' of his government, 


With the American spoils system, it is impossible 


to secure that kind of diplomatic service. Ordinarily 
the places go to the deserving in return for'party sup- 
port without any particular attention to qualifica- 
tions. Now and then a conspicuously able man is se- 
lected, but for the most part those who serve In the 
minor posts, and who by experience and training are 
best equipped to carry on the work are rarely ad- 
vanced. The American diplomatic system needs a 
thorough overhauling to. place it upon the basis of 
merit. 


IN THE HALL OF FAME. 


Only a few days ago announcement was made that 


a man who had been born the son of a Scotch land- 
scape gardener, and who at twelve years of age was 
an apprentice on an Atlantic calling vessel, had been 
elected to the Hall of Fame of New York university. 
Of course the glory of John Paul Jones, America's 
first great naval leadeV, was quite secure before this 
action was taken, but every' 'admirer of dauntless 
courage, unflagging fidelity and that modesty which 
ever characterizes-the real hero, will rejoice that such 
recognition has finally been accorded- to one who ac- 
complished so much for th» weak, and struggling 
country of his adoption.

The winters are 
most rigorous at Plymouth Notch. In sohie seasons 
the little town has been cut off from outside commu- 
nication for as long as a week as a result of heavy 
snowfall and cold.

Born in Boston in 1706, 
In abject poverty, he had only one 
year in school, but he died in Phil- 
delphia im 1790 one of the best ed- 
ucated, best loved, and best known 
men in the world. 
He represents 
an important trait, lack of which, 
would have changed history. 
Un- 


fortunately 
he leaves 
only 
one 
book, his 
autobiogprahy, 
which 


ended at the age of 50 just as he 
was becoming one of the most in- 
fluential men in the wot'ld. Liv- 
ing fifty years after the ".time of 
C o t t o n 
Mather, 
times 
were 


changed; new problems, city and 
country districts, instcirt-al being 
a frontier New England now had 
a frontier. 
Somewhat . unlike the Puritans, 


his interests 
-were of 
everyday 


life; his policy to make the most, 
of this life and the hereafter will 
take care of itself. Among his 
closest frierids were all the leading 
men of that time in this country, 
England, France, even Voltaire; he 
had set down to eat with,four dif- 
ferent kings. He studied Pilgrim's 
Progress, sold It and bought Daniel 
De Foe's works; studied that, sold 
it and bought Plutarch. If he had 
gone to college and become a 
clergyman as his mother wished he. 
might have been another Johna- 
than Edwards. Sir William Keith 
Governor of Pennsylvania Induced 
him to go to London to learn the 
printer's 
trade, 
promising 
him 


funds and a letter 
of credit; h« 
went, but without funds or credit 
letter, worked 
there'18 
months, 
then came back \vell equipped 'for 
business. He started a newspaper 
in Philadelphia which was then a 
frontier village In, mud flats 


Between debating society which 
lie formed, printing office, read- 
ing and speaklmr. h« rapidly /de- 
veloped. 
He never knew how "to 


play, which in still an American 
trait—we make work of our play. 
According to 
D« Foe's 
Journal 


sanitation at that time was Un- 
known; 
Franklin 
worked 
along 
that line till Philadelphia became 
the cleanest city in the world. He 
started a sohcfol which later be- 
came the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 
He' was sent to England 


as agent for several of the prov- 


inces. ^He drew up a plan for unity 
which had England accepted, would 
doubtless have avoided the revo- 
lutionary war. General Braddock's 
expedition and 
defeat gave 
the 


coloinists the first idea that the 
prowess of the British army had 
been overestimated. A large minor- 
ity in England always favored the 
colonies which had a far reach- 
ing 
effect In 
the final outcome. 


Without aid 
from France, which 


was secured by Franklin, the col- 
onies could hardly have won tho 
war. 
In 1778 he concluded with 
France the first treaty Of the Unit- 
ed States with a foreign power. 
He was afterward made governor 
of Pennsylvania the only public 
office he ever held. 
He had alwujs studied science 


and he became the greatest physic- 
ist of the time. Beside the light- 
ning rod lie invented the Franklin 
stove which is btill in use. although 
he never took out a. patorit on it. 
At his death ho was working on 
improvements for the hull of a 
ship to make sailing easier and 
cheaper. It is astonishing how he 
ever found time to write, but he 
left thousands of csbays. editorials, 
allegories similar 
to Old Testa- 
ment which he ardently admired. 
Every cabin in the colonies held 
two books; the Bible and 
Poor 


Richard's 
Alamnac. He was 
no 


pacifist but he hated war He was 
the most cosmopolitan man Amer- 
ica ever had. but the most loyal 
American 
patrol t. 
Like 
Cotton 


Mather he loved his country de- 
votedly-

a picture founded upon some of the 
most stirring days in our country's 
history and a picture historically 
.ccurate' 
Misrepresentation criti- 
cism, and even abuse was what was 
landed to him in abundaur meas- 
ure 
Some places refused to pfimit 
us picture to be shown it all -while 
thers cut it up so badh that it 
•nig-ht just ai well ha-* e been re- 
ected altogether 
And what happened later -when he 
reduced Intolerance, another pic- 
ure founded upon Important hls- 
orlcal and Biblical events' Again 
rlticlsm and abuse was his portion 
The great master of the scieen be- 
anie so discouraged over the re- 
:eption given his worthy efforts 


that for a time he seriously consid- 
ered leaving the moving picture 
business and entering: some other 
field of endeavor 
In fact, he even 
went so far as to announce his in-
